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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: regarding claims 18-22, the 112 rejection is 
withdrawn, regarding the 112 rejection and claims 1-11, and 17, the phase change material is in either of one of two phases, amorphous or 
crystalline. The applicant's argument that the phase change material can be both amorphous or crystalline, this argument is not persuasive 
because the claims are written as though there are two phases and a phase change material can only be one of two phases (i.e. claim 19 
wherein the applicant's claim describes the two phases of a phase change material, amorphous and crystalline) at a time. Regarding the 
102/103 rejection, this argument is not persuasive because the material used in Ovshinsky (column 18, lines 31-47) is a material recited in 
applicant's claim 9 (Sb67Te23Ge10). It would be expected that such a material would have the same properties as disclosed by the 
applicant's claims. Antimony germanium telluride is known as a phase change material. The applicant's argument that the reference 
makes use of materials and approaches that are wholly different in nature and operation, relative to the claimed invention, this argument is 
not persuasive because the applicant has not shown why a same material in Ovshinsky would not be act and have the same inherent 
properties as the material disclosed in the applicant's invention. 
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
